A straight trunk topped by a
broad rounded crown cgarncler-
izes the American Linden (Tilia
americana), This tree is decidu-
ous, fast growing and may
reach 100 feet, Its cousin, the
Little Leaf Linden, is a smaller
version of it.

look for here is that the tree
that you have selected has suf-
ficlent roots to go with the top.

Your nurseryman will be very
careful to keep these roots on
all bare root stock in a molsten-
ed condition, and will wrap
them so that they do not dry
out prior to planting. He will
also carefully prune or head
back your fruit tree for you,
and perform any necessary thin-
ning or pruning on the other
types.

At the time of purchase be
sure that you understand how
the tfee is to be planted, for like
any other plant, the success of
your tree will depend largely on
how it is planted and cared for,
